It 
would  not  be  feasible  by  present 
known  methods  to  make  any  more 
plutonium  Consequently,  even  be- 
for  the  war  ended,  scientists  planned 
to  save  the  precious  236  for  atomic. 
Urea  only. 

In  addition  to  making  atomic 
power,  the  rare  uranium  Is  probably 
the  beat  tool  for  unlocking  the 
secrets  of  power  resources  In  other 
chemical  elements. 

Through  wartime  discoveries,  there 
are  known  four  other  kinds  of 
atoms  which,  like  uranium  236.  split 
through  their  cores  when  hit  by 
neutrons,  to  yield  about  200.000.000 
electron  volts. 

Two  nr  these,  the  metals  protac- 
tinium, and  thorium,  are  too  scarce 
to  be  promising  The  third  is  plu- 
tonium. The  fourth  L-v  common 
uranium  230.  but  only  a small  per- 
centage of  these  atoms  split,  too  few 
to  moke  a chain  reaction  at  present. 

The  numbers  236  and  238  for 
uranium  mean,  respectively,  that 
their  atoms  weigh  that  many  tunes 
more  than  an  atom  of  hydrogen,  the 
lightest  chemical  element. 

The  fart  that  there  is  even  as 
much  as  seven- tenths  of  1 net  cent 
of  235  in  the  common  238  form  of 
uranium  la  one  of  the  lucky  breaks 
in  scientific  history  Had  this  tiny 
fraction,  been  a little  smaller.  It 
would  have  been  far  more  difficult, 
and  perhaps  impossible  at  this  time, 
to  make  atomic  power  or  bomba 

The  tiny  percentage  la  Just  about 
enough,  when  common  uranium  is 
piled  Inside  graphite  brick  ovens,  to 
set  up  a chain  reaction.  This  means 
that  common  uranium  Is  « ready- 
made atomic  fuel,  It  also  means 
that  hotter  atomic  fires  may  be 
made  by  using  m fuel  the  uranium 
which  hos  been  concentrated  by  pro- 
cesses found  In  the  war.  so  that  the 
236  percentage  is  a little  higher, 
about  doubled  In  fart.  Buch  concen- 
tration is  possible  in  the  plants  In 
Tennessee.

When  the  piles,  the  graphite  ovens 
ui  Washington  Bute,  ure  stoked 
with  uranium,  some  metal  strips  of 
a different  kind  also  arc  placed  in 
the  oven.  These  may  be  either  cad- 
mium, or  boron  steel,  or  other  ele- 
ments. The  atomic  explosions  Ui 
the  uranium  235  start  automatically 
from  neutrons,  particles  from  the 
cores  of  atoms,  which  are  appearing 
naturally  in  the  air  and  earth  all 
the  tune.  When  a neutron  sputa  u 
uranium  atom.  13  new  neutrons 
come  from  the  broken  core.  A*  the 
neutrons  multiply,  the  chain  reac- 
tion starts. 

The  metallic  strips  in  the  oven 
' delay  this  start,  because  those 
1 metals  absorb  a lot  of  neutrons, 
without  themselves  being  spilt.  Tills 
reduces  and  controls  the  number  of 
neutrons  present,  so  that  the  fire 
can  be  started,  when  wanted,  merely 
by  withdrawing  the  stripe  So  ac- 
curate is  this  control  that  the  lire 
can  be  started  by  pulling  out  a 
single  atrip.  / 

Also,  after  the  oven  is  going,  and 
workmen  may  not  approach  because 
of  the  rays,  automatic  electrical  con- 
trols can  quench  the  fire  by  thrust- 
ing strips  into  the  oven  The  con- 
trols read  the  danger  point  by  the 
increasing  amount  of  radioactive 
rays  in  the  oven 

The  newly  - created  plutonium 
atoms  in  such  an-  oven  themselves 
'explode  like  the  236  atoms.  They 
add  to  the  heat  of  the  fire  So  also 
i do  a frw  of  the  common  238  atoms. 
If  the  f»re  b left  running  Un  Iona. 
It  will  consume  all  the  plutonium  It 
has  created.  This  Is  avoided  by 
Mopping  the  fire  from  time  to  time, 
and  removing  the  uranium  with 
plutonium  in  it. 

Men  probably  never  before  under- 
took a task  ns  difficult  as  the  sep- 
aration of  uranium  235  from  the 
more  common  metal  If  1.000,000  of 
these  individual  uranium  235  atoms 
were  concentrated  on  the  point  of  b 
pin  they  would  still  be  invisible  to 
human  eyes  without  a microscope — 
and  for  many  types  of  atoms  even 
ia  microscope  would  not  see  that 
number.

These  particles  ure  next  speeded  up 
in  a vacuut  to  hundreds  of  thousand*  ' 
of  miles  u second,  by  the  attraction  i 
of  nn  electrical  field.  Finally,  still 
in  a vacuum,  they  shoot  out  into  a 
magnetic  field  The  magnet  making 
this  field  is  the  largest  In  the  world, 
the  one  originally  intended  for  the 
*1.500.000  cyclotron  at  the  Umver-  ' 
slty  of  California 
The  magnetic  field  forces  the 
flying  metallic  purllcles  to  travel 
in  a sharp  curve  The  result  is  like 
throwing  apples  ol  different  weights 
out  of  a high  window  Into  the  street; 
it  all  are  tossed  with  the  same  force, 
the  heaviest  fall  farther  out.  The 
heavier  uranium  particle*  travel 
farther.  These  are  the  238  atoms. 
The  235  doc*  not  go  so  fur  and  some  | 
of  tt  L*  recovered  at  each  toss. 

In  devising  this  process,  which  Is 
one  of  scores  equally  difficult,  the 
scientists  tried  70  different  types  of 
sources  for  the  vapor,  and  114  dif- 
ferent type*  of  plates  on  which  to 
1 catch  the  atomic  pip-tide* 

The  other  method  diffuses 
uranium  vapor  through  thin  bar- 
riers. Extremely  thin  sheets  of  metal 
Illustrate  the  nature  ot  such  bar- 
rier- The  lighter  weight  uranium 
atoms  go  through  first,  and  some  of 
them  can  be  caught  before  the 
heaviest  pans  through.  This  method 
requires  many  acres  of  barriers  to 
obtain  a few  grams  of  235. 

In  about  two  years  enough 
uranium  was  separated  for  a bomb 
or  other  purposes  These  methods 
may  pay  off  richly  now.  For  they 
can  b«’  used  to  ninke  far  more

OTTAWA.  Aug.  21  tCPh— Highest 
priority  ratings  are  being  given  in 
an  effort  to  alleviate  Inbor  shortages 
in  Canadian  meat  packing  plants, 
Arthur  MacNamara,  deputy  labor 
minister,  said  today  The  shortages 
exceed  substantially  the  1.000 
mark  " 

Mr  MacNamara  said  regional  and 
local  offices  of  the  National  Employ- 
ment Service  arc  making  special  ef- 
forts to  obiain  workers 
Shortages  were  reported  Irum  To- 
ronto. Kitchener.  Hamilton.  London. 
Stratford.  Guelph  and  Barrie  In  On- 
tario. and  from  Montreal  and  Hull 
In  Quebec. 

Four  plants  in  thr  Vancouver  dis- 
trict were  short  of  men,  while  »horl- 
nges  also  were  reported  from  Cal- 
gary and  Edmonton  Regina.  Prince 
Albert  and  Moose  Jaw  were  included 
in  the  cities  listed  as  having  short- 
age* of  packinghouse  workers,  while 
from  Manitoba  substantial  shortages 
were  reported  at  Winnipeg  and  a 
small  shortage  at  Brandon. 

One  of  the  difficulties  the  employ- 
ment service  has  encountered.  Mr 
MacNamara  said,  is  that  the  num- 
ber of  men  quitting  jobs  in  the 
packinghouses  runs  to  quite  a figure 
each  month,  with  the  result  that 
even  if  Ihe  employment  offices  pro- 
vide workers,  there  is  not  neces- 
sarily any  net  gain  for  the  industry. 

Consideration  was  being  given  to 
the  temporary  employment  of  some 
army  personnel,  and  as  soon  as  har- 
vests have  been  completed  In  East- 
ern Canada  consideration  would  be 
given  to  obtaining  men  from  the 
farm*  for  the  packinghouses  in 
Quebec  and  Ontario. 

Last  year  an  appeal  to  farm  work- 
er*. after  the  close  of  the  harvest, 
was  successful  in  obtaining  men  for 
thr  packinghouses,  Mr  MacNamara 
said,  and  once  the  point  hrd  been 
reached  where  the  men  rould  be 
(.pared  from  the  farm*  It  was  antici- 
pated the  same  course  would  meet 
With  success.

Victoria  Harbor 

It  is  a little  late  in  the  day  to  suggest  that 
Victoria.  102  years  old  on  the  same  site, 
should  have  been  built  at  hsquimalt  and  our 
ocean  harbor  developed  there.  Leaving  aside 
the  fact  that  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy  have 
established  a permanent  base  at  Esquimalr. 
what  would  be  gained  by  the  creation  of 
•hipping  facilities  four  miles  away  from  the 
community  with  which  the  trade  must  be 
done.'  Lsquimalr  is  a ready-made  harbor, 
and  had  conditions  of  early  settlement  been 
different  this  community  might  well  have 
irisen  there.  But  it  did  not. 

To  take  the  proposal  on  its  own  merits,  it 
is  extremely  doubtful  if  the  Royal  Canadian 
Navy  would  agree  to  share  Lsquimalt  with 
anyone  Nor  should  we  launch'  any  move- 
ment which  might  afford  an  excuse  for  the 
removal  of  that  naval  base  itself  Canada 
must  have  a naval  base  on  the  Pacific  and 
Esqmmalt  »s  ready  made  lor  it.  as  the  Royal 
Navy  established  long  before  the  turn  of  the 
Nineteenth  Century.  Bur  since  then.  Vic- 
toria has  grown  up  here,  four  miles  to  the 
southeast  of  Osquimalt.  No  one  can  change 
that 

Irrespective  of  wlut  is  done  at  Lsquimalt. 
and  much  both  could  and  should  be.  Victoria 
is  entitled  to  a navigable  ocean  harbor  of  its 
own.  A start  was  made  thirty  years  ago. 
and  abandoned  because  of  poor  planning  and 
tack  of  national  vision  at  that  time  None 
the  less,  the  Dominion  sank  S6. 000. 000  into 
the  project  in  works  that  are  now  rotting  for 
want  of  the  traditional  coat  of  tar  I his 
community  would  nor  be  wise  to  abandon 
any  part  of  its  claim  in  that  connection,  as 
this  paper  has  been  pointing  out  consistently 
for  some  considerable  time 

It  is  idle  to  say  that  Ottawa  wont  act. 
Ottawa  will  act  when  the  people  demand 
ail  ion.  And  that  time  is  coming,  as  the 

events  ol  the  future  will  prove  Canada 
needs  every  developed  outlet  to  deep  wrater  on 
the  Pacific  At  Victoria  a little  dredging, 
the  promised  west  breakwater,  some  pier- 
raising  and  a lew  simple  improvements — 
n«>nc  of  which  arc  difficult  from  an  engineer- 
ing standpoint  -will  restore  this  commun- 
ity's contact  with  the  maritime  world.

LONDON,  Aug.  21  (CF'.-The  Ad- 
miralty today  disclosed  the  story  of 
the  big  part  played  by  the  ‘iittlr 
trlxi pi*"  of  the  British  Navy  In  the 
Eurojiean  sea  war. 

The  tiny  craft  of  the  coastal  force*, 
none  of  which  exceeds  120  tons, 
sank  more  than  500  enemy  vessels 
In  780  actions  for  a loss  of  170  of 
their  own.
